The Mavor'ii exposition of Llic ob- 
jects souglit to bo nttnined by the i)i'o- 
posfd loan of §70,000 is clear and for- 
cible. It explains many points that 
required explanation and places the 
matter in a more fuvorablo light be- 
fore the ratepayers. His Worship 
shows that aelditional taxation will not 
be necessary. The idea had gained 
currency that Llio proposition to set 
aside one-fourth of one per cent, of the 
sum novy accruing from . tUp. ^ealeatate 
tax ineant an increased taxation to the 

'■'amount of one-fourth per cent. His 
Worship disposes of that idea in a few 
terse sentences and has greatly reliev- 
ed the public mind. Ho shows that 
when the "last loan was raised a simi- 
lar provision was made for interest and 
sinking fund, but realestato owners are 
quite aware that tbey have paid no ad- 
ditional taxation on that account." His 
"Worship next proceeds to state how 
the new loan lias beconio, in his 
opinion and in the opinion of a ma- 
jority of tho Council, a necessity. He 
shows that there has been advanced 
from tho city revenue proper- on water 
works account a sum that approaches 
Sl.'ijOOO; he conti-asts tho present con 
dition of tho water and works with 
their condition in 1875, and claims 
that tho supply i.s rendered jjurer by 
means of lilterago which has been se- 
cured during tho past two years, 'and 
that good strong walls linvo taken the 
place of weak ones. Ho then points 
out that an iniprovemont in the charac- 
ter of the water has created an increas-. 
ed demand for it, so that from an an- 
nual revenue from the water works 
of §9,000 there has been an incre- 
ment in three years to $20,000 — over 
one hundred per cent. To perfect the 
sohonie, extend tho area now supplied 
and further enlarge the revenue, and to 
jreduce the liangor from a destructive 
conflagration to tho viinhmim, the 

" Council propose to construct a reser- 
voir at some commanding locality near 
the city. The loan of 870,000 has be- 
come a necessity. It is proposed, with 
the money to bo raised by 
means of this loan (supposing 
it to bo sanctioned by the 
real ostat'j owners) to repay the .-^um 
of SIS.OOO advanced ,frora the civic 
revenue proper to the water works ac- 
count, thus mailing that"' la'['gb\ sum 
available for street improvement, arid 
to devote the remainder of tho amount 
to perfecting the scheme of supplying 
the city with good and-'j wholesome 
water. As to the desirability of secur- 
ing a constant supply of "cheap water 
and olenty of it," there are not two 
opinions; neither will there bo an o.b,-f 
jpotion raised to tho expenditure of 
§15,000 on streets. People ai'o agreed 
as to the excellence, of tho object 
soughtj but all may not approve of the 
means by which it is proposed to gain 
them. Every a,rgument that has yet 
been advanced against the ; passage of 
the loan has been based upon- the as- 
sumption that the bylaw provides 
for an increase of one-fourth of one 
per cent, in taxation. Tho Mayor's 
letter sweeps away that objection — 
which he shows to be baseless — and 
puts the case very fairly before the 
public. 

THE DRY DOCK AND TUB LOG A L 
GOVERNMENT. 

In the highpressuro article Avhich the 
government organ published ii.few days 
ago upon the successful terhimation of 
the drydock negotiations wc observed 
that reference was not made to the .safe- 
guards which the Dominion Govern- 
ment have thrown around the bargan. 
Last year this government— it -will bo 
remembered — drew on the Dominion 
Government for a large sum of money 
on account of cofferdam expenditure. 
The draft was returned to Victoria dis- 
honored — the Ottawa Government 
giving the Victoria magnates to under- 
stand that they would advance no 
monies to reimburse the province for 
expenditure on cofferdam, machinery 
and rotten cement account. The sub- 
sidy of §250,000 was to be applied to 
drydock construction and not to the wip- 
ing oS of old scores. Moreover, the Ot- 
tawa Government have decided that the 
provincial Ooveraiuttnt hh;vll not linger 
the cash, and the drafts of the contrac- 
tors will be payable-at; Qtta'sta •,on:,tho 
production of certiticates from the~'en- 
gineer. There will be no more seizure 
of cheques issued by ono minister on 
another minister, and not ono dollar of 
the Bubsidv can be expended to pay oti" 
tho liability of §200,000 incurred 
through tho crazy sj^eculation.s of the 
Premier in 1875. Wo deem this e.x- 
planatlon necessary -as ^ve•find- that the 
information is not supplied by the or- 
gan whose article of last week (in which 
Mr. DeCosmos was made to shine in a 
pale, reflected light behind the PremJ|ei;) 
has caused considerablo''c6mment..

Both above and below Y^alo tlie work is 
being pushed ahead with activity. The 
great eflbrt at present appears to bo to 
make the grade ready for tho ties and rails 
between tho mag.azine landing, one and p. 
half miles west of Yale, and tho tunnel 
work cast of tho town, in order to bo able 
to uso tho track to forward tho powdor 
and other supplies as quietly, cheaply and 
safely as possible. Tho skirting of tho 
hills is being cut away, tho dump being 
used to fill tlio ravines (for it would seem 
that wherever thoro is a hill there the 
hollow is to receivo tho surplus,) and 
stumps aro being removed. Thus tho 
work progresses, and certainly tho work 
looks business-like. At this grade-work 
tho Cinnamon aro freely used, while tho 
gi'cater part of tho whito forco is engaged 
in the timber work, preparing for bridges, 
tunnel work, etc. Tho force now work- 
ing is over 700 all told, and increasing by 
every bdat. Tho same as on all public 
works, there are men coming and going, 
for man's labor is his capital, and fre- 
quently changes his base of operations, 
seeking to bettor his condition in life. We 
cannot s.ay that tho tunnel work has made 
the advancement that wo would like to 
have soon, although a good force is em- 
ployed. Every precaution is taken against 
the repetition of such an accident as caus- 
ctl tho death of poor Flynn at the cast 
end of No. 1 tunnol. By another month 
the whole raihv.ay work will bo in full 
railway forco, when tho additional plant 
and the forco is doubled, as wo under- 
stand it is tho intention to do as soon as 
possible.

t Louisville Letter, April 20tb.] 

This city j.s blesseil witii n mayor 
wlio not only known how to organize 
conventions and manipulate legislatures 
but who knows how to make grim 
jokes. The legislature recently enacted 
a very stringent Sunday law, which 
forbids the doing of any kind of work 
for hire or profit from tho midnight of 
Saturday until the midnight of Sun- 
day. The mayor was opposed to this 
law and exerted his influence against 
it. The Courier- Journal and one or 
two others of the papers advocated the 
bill, and nearly all the pronchers in 
town prayed for its passage. It was 
passed, and yesterday it was enforced 
for the first time. Tho mayor wa.s 
seized with a virtuous desire to do liis 
duty and enforce tho law to the letter, 
although ho is not noted for his pious 
daily walk. Ho notified all trades- 
men and saloon keepers, ice-men, and 
draymen, that tlioy would be arrested 
and indicted if they attempted to pur- 
sue their usual vocations during yester- 
day. He also said editors and compo- 
sitors ahould not work and thatr' nevvs-, 
boys ahould not sell papers. A' little 
past midniglit of Saturday policemen 
were sent to all the newspaper offices, 
and the names of all persons at work 
were taken for presentation to tho 
grand jury. He did not fully carry 
out his threat, it will be seen, in regard 
to tlio newspapers, but ho had his joke 
nevertheless in a totally unexpected 
way. Wlien the last churcli bell had 
stopped ringing a policeman entered 
each churcl) and took tho names of all 
those paid for assisting in the services. 
This, as a rule, only embraced the 
organists and sextons of the several 
churches. But the action created ex- 
citement and not a little indignation. 
The cabs and hacks were all sent from 
tlie streets," and in soveral instances the 
privittn carriages of gcuitlemen were, 
stopjicd in tho .streets and the drivers' 
names taken for presentation to the 
grand jury. The most serjoas .annoy- 
ance felt was' occasioned 'by the deli- 
very of milk over night. There was a 
thunder storm Saturday night, and the 
milk for Sunday's use was all soured.

The Drurys 
moved in tho highest social oircles, and 
are connected with the leading families 
in the Province. Chipman Drury, who 
so narrowly escaped death, is Registrar 
of Deeds for the County of St. John. 
One source of wonder is that the mur- 
derer did not see any of the women 
arid children' in bis mad'fit. 

-St. JoHN,-,N.B., May. 30. — It is now 
quite clear that John Drury committed 
tho crime for some fancied wronc;s con- 
cerning family property. His elder 
brother (Charles) died a few months 
ago, and left all his property to the 
youngest brother, "Ward " Chipman 
Drury, with the proviso that he should 
look after John, who waB deaf and 
dumb, and Edward, who was deaf 
John was'highly incensed because he 



been sullen and disagreeable since 
Charles' death. It is thought lie had 
been meditating the crime during the 
last week, for he spent the last two 
days, it is said, in writing a letter to 
his sister, the wife . of 'Chief ' Justice 
Alton, which letter is expected to give 
a clue. to^. the , origin ^ of. the trouble. 
"John was about tho lioiise as usual 
yesterday, and no change in 
liis manner was noticeable.
